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Coal Distillation Merger Involves Millions 





British Interests Represented In Imperial Chemical Industries Recently 
Formed May Use Processes Owned by International Combustion Corp. 
—European Coal the Basis of Proposed Plan to Produce Gasoline—May 


Affect American Oil Industry. 


(Special to CuemMicaL MARKETS) 

Great Britain, having an oil bill 
of £62,000,000, annually, is seek- 
ing a way to make use of its pro- 
duction of 240,000,000 tons of bitu- 
minous coal by distillation at low 
temperature whereby gasoline and 
other (by-products can be saved. 
When Imperial Chemical Industries 
was formed by merger of Brunner- 
Mond & Co., Nobel Industries and 
other companies, Sir Harry Mc- 
Gowan, a director of Imper‘al Chem- 
ical Industries, was elected a di- 
rector of International Combustion 
Corp., which controls two coal dis- 
tillation processes. International 
Combustion has. offices in New 
York City. George Leonard, presi- 
dent, says: 


“Through the two processes con- 


itrolled by International Combus- 


tion, one ton of coal can be made 
to produce five gallons of tar, three 
gallons of crude motor spirit, which 
is practically the same thing as the 
blended gasoline sold in this coun- 
try; 4,000 cubic feet of gas and sev- 
en-tenths of a ton of coke. Present 
custom in Europe wastes these by- 
products. It is obvious that if they 
can be saved to the industry of the 
nation, the result will be of the 
greatest economic importance to 
coal producing countries compelled 
to import their oils.” 


Chemists in the employ of Inter- 
national Combustion are said to 
have perfected methods for the low 
temperature distillation of coal 
which will make possible the pro- 
duction of a good grade of gasoline. 
Great commerce changes would 
therefore be the result of the agree- 
ment by these companies to work 
together in Europe, using British, 
German and other European de- 
posits and International Combus- 


tion processes. European countries 
would obtain gasoline cheaper, and 
American oil interests would be ad- 
versely affected, probably. 

“The formation of Imperial Chem- 
ical Industries may confidently be 
expected to produce at once many 
advantages in the heavy chemical. 
fertiliser, and dyestuff branches of 
the industry,” says “Chemical Age” 
(London), “and it is reasonable to 
expect that other fields will present- 
ly be included. Two suggest them- 
selves already. The first is the field 
of fine chemicals and drugs, includ- 
ing natural and synthetic therapeu- 
tic products. 

“The other is the even larger field 
opened up by the application of in- 
tensive chemical research to coal, 
with a view to the production by 
cynthetic methods of alcohols, acids, 
ethers and esters, aldehydes and 
ketones, hydrocarbons and _ cyclio 
compounds. The employment of 
high pressures and temperatures is 
now rapidly passing from excep- 
tional to normal practice, and in 
this matter the new combine already 
possesses an efficient equipment. 

“Even the beginning of such an 
amalgamation is a big event. Sir 
Alfred Mond is using words in no 
loose sense when he describes the 
future possibilities as illimitable.”

against’ lower prices made by im- 
porters of foreign dyes, rendered 
possible through the better value 
of the lira, and many consumers 
insist on reductions stating that 
colored goods can only be sold at 
lower prices.

In the coal tar group carbolic acid 
has not maintained its recent very 
firm position and in some quarters 
there has been a reduction in price 
to 634d@7d per tb. as against 7d to 
14 for round lots of crystals in large 
drums. Pitch is not so firm but as 
iong as the demand continues in its 
present volume there is little prob- 
ability of any decided break in price 
which ranges between 175s to 195s 
per ton according to district. Creo- 
sote oil is in good demand and is 
fetching 9%-9'4d per gallon f. o. b. 
in ‘bulk deliveries. Betanaphthol 
makers are fully engaged at 1s 034d 
per tb. delivered. Pyridine is not 
mentioned. Bromides have a tired 
appearance in almost total absence 
of orders and any serious ‘business 
would bring out concessions in prices 


Phosgene manufacture in Japan 
was started in 1925. Demand is 
still small, but the capacity for 
cheap production is large and great 
hopes are entertained for success in 
the manufacture of this gas.

Movement of industrial chemicals 
is dull at the moment due to the 
usual conditions prevailing at this 
time of year. Makers and im- 
porters continue to name firm un- 
changed prices on practically the 
entire list. Solvents have shown 
unusual strength. Makers of lac- 
quer solvents have eliminated price 
cutting to a great extent and have 
advanced quotations. Methanol 
makers have advanced quotations 
on 95 and 97 per cent grades but 
not on pure and denaturing grades. 

Benzene remains in a weak con- 
dition. Open quotations from some 
makers remain at 24c gal. But all 
factors admit that very large quan- 
tities are moving at 23c gal., and 
some indicate that prices of 22c 
gal. are being done in some instan- 
ces. Toluene is still sold up 
ahead of production. Solvent naph- 
tha and xylene are easy but firm 

Intermediates are very dull at 
the moment due to the holiday 
and inventory period. Makers re- 
port that December has _ been 
above last December, and report 
that it is, in fact a normal month in 
volume moved. 

Further reduction in both spot 
and future Chinawood oil were of 
prime interest in the oil market this 
week. Jn keeping with the sea- 
son, consuming interest in all oils 
is at a low ebb and though there 
are few if any reductions the posi- 
tion in a majority of the items is 
easy. The exception to this rule 
is olive oil foots which again ad- 
vanced slightly on spot over the 
holiday. Cottonseed oil is stead- 
ier and also a bit higher, although 
quiet this week. Linseed, denatured 
olive, coconut and corn oils are all 
unchanged. Tallow and other ani- 
mal oils are routine with produ- 
cers quoting extra tallow higher

Dynamite holds at 27c Ib., sapon- 
ification is in small supply at 20%c 
tb., soap lye is quoted at 14%c tb, 
and C.P. at 30c fb. 

Methanol—Makers are very firm 
in their quotations and now quote

As the year closes strength in 
Japan and carnauba waxes and the 
unsettled position of turpentine and 
rosin are outstanding in this group. 
Spot Japan wax has advanced 
several cents over the week and 
some dealers name the market as 
nominal with no offerings. There is 
quite a range in the spot and future 
prices and lower prices are looked 
for after the turn of the year. Car- 
nauba is also practically unobtain- 


able with consumers’ shopping 
around for single bag lots. 
There has not been a_ single 


change in fertilizers over the week. 
The spot price of nitrate of.soda 
is scheduled for the regular month- 
ly advance on Monday next, but 
this has not induced any buying 
either here or in the South. There 
were small sales of blood and 
tankage as well as imported bone 
meal last week at the prevailing 
market figures. The season for fish 
scrap is closed and the quotations 
are now nominal. Weakness in the 
shipment position of edible egg 
albumen has induced shading on 
this market. 

Albumen — Edible egg is again 
lower on spot this week with lead- 
ing sellers openly quoting 83c@ 
&85c tb. as to quantity. Weakness 
in China is responsible for the 
drop here. Blood albumen is 
steady and unchanged as is vege- 
table. 

Blood—Offers are heard this 
week on spot at $3.85 unit with but 
scant interest on the buyers part. 
Chicago and South American mar- 
kets are likewise routine. 

Bone Meal — Limited sales of 
European meal were made last 
week at $28.00 ton to arrive with 
the price ranging to $30.00 ton for 
South American which is quiet.
